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The'  trapping,  possession,  and  sale  of  fur  animals  and  their  -pelts 
or  other  parts  arc  controlled  by  State  laws,  but  interstate  shipments 
arc  subject  to  the  scrutiny  of  Federal  qfficors  charged  with  the  en- 
forcement of  tho  Lacoy  Act  of  J.'ay  25,  1900  (35  Stat.' 1137),  as  amended 
on  June  15,  1935,  and  June  19,  1939. 

The  accompanying  tabulations  of  the  opon  seasons  for  1941-42,  in 
which  the  opening  and  closing  dates  are  givon,  togothcr  with  a  summary  of 
the  provisions  of  State  and  Provincial  laws  regarding  possession,  sale, 
shipment,  export,  and  licenses,  have  been  prepared  primarily  to  aid  Fed- 
eral officials  in  conducting  investigations  under  the  Lacoy  Act  and  en- 
forcing its  provisions  and  to  answer  inquiries  of  State  game  officials, 
individual  trappors,  and  others. 

Every  effort  has  been  mado  to  have  the  summaries  substantially 
correct,  but  since  the  trapping  seasons  in  many  States  and  Provinces  are 
subject  to  change  by  orders  or  regulations  of  the  local  game  authorities, 
it  is  well  for  trappers  and  others  conccrnod  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  provisions  of  State  and  Provincial  laws,  orders,  and  regulations 
beforo  engaging  in  trapping  or  other  activities  involving  fur  animals  or 
parts  thereof. 

In  order  that  this  leaflet  could  be  published  by  the  early  part  of 
September,  beforo  the  trapping  seasons  opened,  it  was  not  possible  to 
include  information  that  was  received  later  than  August  15, 


THE  FEDERAL  LACEY  ACT 

An  act  of  Congress  of  May  25,  1900  (31  Stat.  187),  as  amended, 
known  as  the  Laccy  Aot,  provides,  among  other  things,  that  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  to  deliver 
or  knowingly  rocoivo  for  shipmont,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to 
ship,  transport,  or  carry  by  any  moans  whatever,  from  any  State,  Territory, 
or  the  District  of  Columbia,  to,  into,  or  through  any  other  Stato,  Terri- 
tory, or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  to  a  foreign  country,  any  wild  ani- 
mal *  *  *  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thorcof  imported  from  a  foreign  country 
contrary  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  or  captured,  killed,  taken,  pur- 
chased, sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  any  such  law,  or  captured,  killed, 
taken,  shipped,  transported,  carriod,  purchasod,  sold,  or  possessod  con- 
trary to  the  lav/  of  any  Stato,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,,  or 
foreign  country  or  State,  Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof  in  which 
it  was  captured,  killed,  taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed,  or  in  which 
it  was  delivered  or  knowingly  received  for  shipment,  transportation,  or 
carriage,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped,  transported,  or  carried;  or  to 
transport,  bring,  or  convey,  by  any  means,  from  any  foreign  country  into 
the  United  States,  any  wild  o.nimal,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  cap- 
turod,  killed,  taken,  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  contrary  to  the  la\v 
of  the  foreign  country,  or  State,  Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof, 
in  which  it  was  captured,  killed,  or  taken,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped, 
transported,  or  carried.  The  act  furthor  provides  that  no  person,  firm, 
corporation,  or  association  purchasing  or  receiving  any  wild  animal,  or 
the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  imported  from  any  foreign  country,  or 
shippod,  transported,  or  carried  in  interstate  commerce,  shall  make  any 
false  record  or  rondcr  any  account  that  is  false  in  reference  thereto. 

An  amendment  of  June  15,  1935  (49  Stat,  380),  confers  upon  employees 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  authorized  to  enforce  the  act  (in  accord- 
ance with  Reorganization  Plan  No,  2,  transferring  cortain  functions  from  the 
Department  of  Agriculture),  power  to  arrest  o.ny  person  committing  a  viola- 
tion of  the  act  in  his  presence  or  view,  and  also,  under  warrant,  to  search 
for  and  seize  any  wild  animals  or  the  dead  bodies  or  parts  thereof  shipped, 
transported,  or  carried  in  violation  of  the  act. 

An  amendment  of  Juno  19,  1939  (53  Stat,  840)  provides  that  all  pack- 
ages or  containers,  except  those  from  foreign  countries,  in  which  the  furs, 
hides,  or  skins  of  wild  animals  arc  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  shall 
bo  plainly  and  clearly  marked  or  labclod  on  tho  outside  thereof  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  shipper  and  the  consignoc.
